Jorious spring” you can become 
an armchair gardener by browsing 
through the seed catalogues as this 
ia sometimes where the most spec 
tacular gardens are grown. There 
are mary new items for the garden- 


new sprays, dusts and implements to 
make the task easier. Now la the 
time to order or buy such items be- 
fore the rush starts, 

ON flowers are often bypassed 
for new and novel ones. They all 
Yook so pretty in the Pages of the 
book, but all gardens should have 
yome of the old standards in them. 
The good old varieties will not be 
Usted in the “novelty” section of 
your seed book. One of my favor- 
ite “oldies” ie the Nocotiana. It is 
very sweet scented, especially in 
the evening or after a summer 
shower, Another popular old fash- 
Joned flower is the Four O'Clock 
whose flower opens in the afternoon 
if the day ix sunny or will-be open 
all day if the day is cloudy. The 
Four O'Clocks come in all colors, 
are easily grown and bloom from 
duly until frost 

Hetiotropes is another which most 
people like. It is fragant and hardy 
It likes full sun and can be grown 
in pots during the winter on a sunny 
window sill. 

When buying seeds, [find best re- 
sults are obtained by buying named 
varieties or colors. In ‘seeds 
some varieties are slower to start 
and these are often the best. It bi 
been found that the strongest ee 
Unga are usually the poorest in co 
or or smalie:

‘Some of our best plants are alow 
starters, Morning Glories, Salvi 
Snapdragons, Swoetpeas, and even 
the popular Petunia take twenty 
days. to poke through the earth. 
Candytuft, Merigolds and Zinnias 
slart in five to eight days, so when

Pinnt the late starters first. When 
these are up high enough to sec, 
plant the faster growing ones as

first ones, Usually the plants will 
mature at the same time. If you 
plant them all at the same time, 
the faster growing ones wilt “crowd 
out” or shade the late ones from, 
the sun, causing a damping off of) 
mildew to rot them, When p) 
seeds, you should follow directions 
given’ on the package and use dis 
cretion, The package usually states 
height and the length of time the | 
seeds will take to germinate, depth 
to plant ete 

This being the last week of Feb., 
it fs time to think of pruning v 
trees, Fruit trees will bear if they 
are not pruned, but will do much 
better if given care at thjs time. If 
you. want good fruit, you must 
Spray. If you fail to do so, the fruit 
is usually wormy and knotty, Grapes 
also should be prunned and quite 

verely. The fruit is borne near 
the beginning of the shoots which 
will develop during the present 
season, These shoots come from last 
years growth, In order to keep 
the strengtiv of the plant from going 
into foliage rather than fruit, the 
old wood must be trimmed away. 
Jeaving only the new and principle 
stem. On raspberries and black 
berries, cut out Inst years cones 
which bore last years fruit
